The debate on the addre/s in anfwer to the 
King’s Speech, continued, 


A fecond fpeech by Servilius Prifcus. - 
Mr Prefident, 


HE Hon. Gentleman who fpoke 

la(t, has endeavoured to fhew us 

feveral material differences between the 
cafe of the treaty of Utrecht and that of 
the treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle. But I mutt 
obferve, that he forgot a circumitance 
which will annihilate all the differences he 
was at fo much pains to eflablifh. Our 
difputes with Spain were, I fhall grant, 
not only the chief, but the fole caufe of 
the war between us and that monarchy ; 
but they were fo far from being the caule, 
that they had not the Jea(t concern with 
the war that afterwards broke out upon 
the continent of Europe ; and the putting 
an end to this war was the chief bufinefs, 
and the chicf defign of the treaty at Aix 
la-Chapelle. The difputes we had with 
Spain, were, no doubt, an affair of {ome 
confequence to this nation; and if the 
Emperor Charles VI. had not died at fuch 
an untoward conjuncture, we fhould pro- 
bably have compelled Spain to fettle all 
tholt difputes to our fatisfaction, in more 
explicit terms, perhaps, than had been 
propofed by the addrefs of parliament : 
becaufe whillt the empire of Germany re- 
mained united under its head, France 
would not have ventured to affilt Spain in 
an open manner againit us, But when 
the union of that empire was diffolved by 
the lofs of its head, and the houfe of Au- 
{iria was openly attacked by France and 
her allies, by which our very being as 3 
free and independent nation came to be in 
the moit imminent danger, our difputes, 
or our war with Spain, became an affair 
of a fecondary confideration only ; and 
indeed of very little cenfequence, when 
compared with the war we were enpaged 
in upon the continent; becaufe if we 
could reftore union to the empire of Ger- 
many, and fecurity to the balance of 
power, we might foon find an opportu- 


nity to get all our difputes with Spain fet- 


tled to our own liking, cither by nego- 
fuation, or by force of arms. 


The preferving the houfe of Auttria, 
and preventing the balance of power from 
being overturned by the empire’s being 
rendered dependent on France, was the 
caule of our engaging in the war upon the 
continent of Europe, and confequently 
was our chief concern in negotiating the 
treaty of peace at Aix-la-Chapelle ; and 
this was as ctectually done by that treaty, 
as could be expected by any reafonable 
man who confidered our bad fuceels in 
the war, But this was what the refolution 
of parliament had no manner of relation 
to; and therefore that treaty cannot, in 
this refpeét, bear any fort of comparifon 
to the treaty of Utrecht, But if an al- 
terathon of circumflances furnifhed the 
negotiators of the treaty of Utrecht with 
a pretence for departing from the declared 
fenfe of parliament, with refpect to the 
monarchy of Spain; furely the negotiae 
tors of the late treaty had, from the fame 
caufe, as good a-pretence for departing 
from what the parliament had declared to 
be their fenfe with regard to sny future 
treaty of peace with that kingdom. For 
will any one fay, that the firong confe- 
deracy that was formed, and the war that 
foon after broke out againtt the Queen of 
Hungary, was not a mott material alte- 
ration in the circumitances of affairs, and 
fuch aone as might excufe our minifters 
for acting contrary to what had been bee 
fore refolved on in parliament? 

Thus, Sir, we may fee, that in every 
cafe which will admit of a comparifon be- 
tween the treaties of Utrecht and Aix-Ja- 
Chapelle, they are upon a perfect par, exe 
cept in that of having had the preliminae 
ries communicated to, and approved of by 
parliament, bciore they were ratified by 
our fovereion. And in this re‘peti the ne-~ 
gotiators of the treaty of Uuecht derived 
fo litle benefit from their caution, thatir 
is a good reafon why no miniflers fhould 
afterwards pive themfelves any fuch 
trouble, Indeed the caution made ule of 
by the minifters at that time, feems to be 
a proof of their being confcious, that 
what they had done, was not confilient 
with the truc intcrcit of this nation: fog 
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no minifter who has a due regard to the 
prerogatives of the crown, will ever court 
the parliament’s intermeddlings in amy 
treaty of peace before it be concluded ; 
becanfe precedents are dangerous things, 
and, if often repeated, may be made ufe 
of as a pretence for depriving the crown 
of the prerogative of making peace and 
war; which would be a dangerous inno- 
vation in our conftitution. For which rea- 
fon I muft think it was lucky for us, that 
thofe minifters found no benefit from the 
facrifice they had made of the prerogatives 
of their fovereign. 
From what I have faid, Sir, I hope it 
will not be fuppofed, that I mean to de- 
rogate from the right the parliament has 
to inquire into any treaty, after it is con- 
cluded, and to cenfure it, or even to pu- 
nifh thofe who were the negotiators and 
advifers of it, if upon inquiry it fhould 
appear, that the honour, the intereft, or 
the rights of this nation, had been facri- 
ficed without any neceffity. No, Sir; 
this is a right which the parliament has, 
and I hope will always preferve : for it 
can be attended with no publick difad- 
vantage, and will always be fuch a check 
upon the condu¢t of our minifters, as 
will oblige them, for their own fakes, to 
take care of the honour and intereft of 
their country. But if the parliament 
fhould incroach upon the prerogatives of 
‘the crown, by affuming a ripht to make 
peace or war, or to negotiate and con- 
clude treaties for that purpofe, or by af- 
fuming a right to inquire into any forcign 
tranfaction, while it is under negotiation, 
it would be of the moft dangerous confe- 
quence to our national affairs; for no 
foreign {tate would ever enter into any 
Negotiation with our minifters, or con- 
clude any treaty with them, either of a 
political or commercial nature. 
For the fame reafon, Sir, the parlia- 
ment neither has, by our conitirution, 
nor ought to aflume, a right to prefcribe 
rules totheir fovercign with regard to any 
future treery or negotiation. I thal ad- 
mit, thet either houfe may offer their ad- 
vice: but were it to be fuppofed, that 
fuch advice is in no cafe to be departed 
fram, withon: the confent of the hovfe, 
it would ceafe from being an advice ; and

would become a rule or law, which we 


have no fight to preferibe to our fove- 


reign, nor will any faithful minifter ad- 
vife him to confider it as fuch. Confe- 
quently we have no reafon to fuppof, 
that his Majetty’s not ordering the preli- 
minaries to the late ticaty to be laid be- 
fore us, proceeded from any difrepard to, 
or contempt of the authority of parlia- 
ment; and much lefs have we any rea- 
fon to refent his Majefty’s conduct, or 
the condvét of any of his minifters, in 
this refpect. But if we had, can {ee no 
reafon why the prefent is not a proper 
time for our fhewing that refentment, or 


for our calling thofe minifters to a {trict | 


account who negotiated and advifed the 
late treaty of peace : and therefore if the 
Hon. Gentleman who fpoke laft, or any 
other Gentleman, will pleafe to move for 
an inquiry into their conduét, I fhall 
readily concur in the motion ; and J fhall 
the more readily concur in any fuch mo- 
tion, becaufe I am convinced, that, up- 
on the moft impartial and ftrict inquiry, 
their conduc would be fully joftified. 
But now, fuppofing, Sir, that the con- 
duét of the minifters who negotiated and 
advifed the late @eaty of peace could not 
be jultified, what has this to do with the 
prefent queftion ? Is there any thing 19 
the words objeéted to, that can be con- 
ftrued into an approbation of that treaty, 
or that can foreftal the opinion of any 
Gentleman in favour of that treaty ? And 
if there were, do not we know, that a0 
addrefs upon fuch an occafion as this, !§ 
always looked on as a matter of mere 
complaifance to our fovereign ; ae 
notwithftanding any expreffions in {vc 
an addrefs, every Gentleman is at liberty 
to form what opinion he will when mat 
ters come to be particularly inquired in- 
to? As this is known to be the rule 
parliament, there is not an objection that 
has been made againft the addrefs prope” 
fed, but what is a ftrong argument “4 “ 
preeing to it; becaufe forcign {tates 
their opinion of the weight of this ares 
from the good or ill correfpondence bes 
fee, or think they fe, between the o 
and his parliament. When peeennn 
fpondence feems to be well 
this nation can never fail of 
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due weight, and confequently what I may 
call a commanding influence upon. the 
councils of all the courts in Furope ; but 
when there is an appearance of any breach 
between the King and his parliament, the 
nation itfelf is defpifed, and our fove- 
reign’s interpofition or application neg- 
lected. 

Now, Sir, let us confider what would 
be the confequence of our rejecting any 
part of the addrefs propofed. Certainly 
a fufpicion that a breach was prefently to 
enfue between our King and his parlia- 
ment. And fuppofe that a general peace 
has not been fo compleatly re-eftablifhed 
as ought to be wifhed, would our giving 
ground for fuch a fufpicion contribute to- 
wards a more compleat re-cltablifhment 
of a general peace? Suppofe, again, that 
fome of the contracting powers in the 
Jate treaty had not a fincere difpofition to 
preferve the peace, would fuch a fufpi- 
cion tend towards preventing their mani- 
felting their true difpofition, either by re- 
fufing to perform thcir engagements, or 
by making an open attack upon us or our 
allies? And, laftly, fuppofe that both 
our commerce and publick credit are up- 
on the decline, woul fuch a fufpicion 
tend to revive cither the one or the o- 
ther ? Would it not encourage our rivals 
in trade to incroach upon us, even by 
unjultifiable means, in all parts of the 
world? Would -it not difcourage our 
own people, as well as foreigners, from 
trufting their money in the publick 
funds ? and, in fuch a cafe, would it 
be poffible for us to reduce the intereft 
now payable upon thofe funds ? 

From hence we may fee, Sir, that e- 
very objection that has been made againit 
the addrefs propofed, concludes ftrongly 
for our agreeing to it ; and that this con- 
clufion prows ftronger in proportion fo 
the folidity of thofe objections. Therefore 
I mult fuppofe, that it will be unanimouf- 
hy agreed to: for thofe who have the fame 
Opinion of the late treaty that I have, can 
have no objection to any thing now pro- 
pofed ; and thofe who think it a bad trea- 
ty, mult apree, in order to prevent the 
treaty’s being made worfe,

The /peech of T. Vetufius, the laf? publifhe

Mr Preficent, 
I Always fufpected, that our difputes, 

or our war, with Spain, was an af- 
fair which our minillers thought of very 
little confequence ; and I am now con- 
firmed in my fulpicion, by what has been 
told us by an Hon. Gentleman, who has 
now, and fora long time has had his full 
fhare in our adminiftration. But as often 
differ from miniflers, fo in this my opini- 
onis widely different: for I think our 


trade and navigation of more con{ 


tous, than even that which is called a ba- 
lance'of power in Europe ; becanfe upon 
our trade and navigation depends our na- 
val power 3 and while in this we are fu- 
perior to France, we might preferve our 
independency, even tho’ fhe were mi- 
{trefs of the whole continent of Europe, 
Whereas, the moment fhe becomes fu- 
perior to us at fea, without any addi- 
tion to her dominions in Europe, fhe 
will have it in her power to place the 

retender here as her viceroy, and there- 
A deprive us not only of our independ- 
ency, but of our liberty and religion; 
which would foon be of more fatal con- 
fequence to the balance of power, than 
any conquelt fhe can make upon the con+ 
tinent of Europe, whillt this nation pre- 
ferves its independency, .and fuperigrity 
at fea. 

But, Sir, it is the misfortune of all 
fhallow politicians, to adhere to a maxim 
that has been once beat into their beads, 
or that has grown up with them fron 
their infancy, tho’ an alteration of cir- 
cumflances has in a courfe of time made 
that maxim ridiculous. France gan 
long aiming at a power to dictate to. al 
the other princes and ftates of Euro 
For a long time after the acceflion of 
Lewis X1V. the endeavoured to arrive 
at this power, by extending her domi- 
nions, and making conquells upon the 
continent of Europe: which produced a- 
gainft her the triple kague im 
Charles II.’s reign, the confederacy in 
K. William’s, and that in Q, Anne's} 
by which lait the French monarchy wag 
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very one of thefe, this nation was al- 
ways a principal acting as well as con- 
tracting party. From this experience, 
the politick court of Verfailles faw, that 
whilft this nation continued in poffeffion 
of its beneficial commerce and formidable 
naval power, their attempting to make 
any great na upon the continent of 
Europe, would always produce a danger- 
ous confederacy again{t them. For this 
reafon, as foon as their government was 
re-eftablifhed by the prefent King’s co- 
oo of age, they entirely changed their 
condué ; and have ever fince been en- 
deavouring to acquire the power they 
aim at, by eftablifhing their manufa- 
tures, extending their commerce, and 
improving and enlarging their colonies 
and plantations in America. 

In this, Sir, they have a double view: 
for at the fame time that they increafe 
their own ftrength both by Jand and fea, 
they diminith the ftrength of this nation, 
and {top up, in a great meafure, that 
fource of riches, which has been the chief 
fupport of every confederacy againft 
them ; and all this, without giving fuch 
a jealoufy to the other princes and itates 
of Europe, as might produce a new for- 
midable confederacy again{t them. Thus, 
Sir, they have gone on, and thus they 
will go on, if not prevented, till they 
have demolifhed our commerce, and ob- 
tained a fuperiority at fea. Then it will 
be impoffible to form any fufficient con- 
federacy againft them, and confequently 
extremely dangerous for any prince in 
Europe to dilobey the dictates of the 
court of Verfailles : for when once they 
have got a fuperiority at fea, even we 
mutt be as fubmiffive as any little prince 
or {tate in their neighbourhood upon 
the continent. 

I fhall readily believe, Sir, what an 
Hon. Gentleman was pleafed to tell us, 
that our engaging in the war upon the 
continent, was to preferve the balance 
of power; and that in the treaty of peace 
at Aix-la-Chapctle, our difputes with 
Spain had but a fecondary, of rather no 
confideration becaufe our fuperficial 
politicians have not as yet found out, 
that the balance of power may more 


B Probably be overwurned by the French 
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improvements in their commerce and co- 
lonies, than by their making conquefts 
upon the continent of Europe. But 
whoever confiders the alteration in the 
politicks of France, which I have taken 
notice of, muft allow, that in the late 
war, our bufinefs was, to endeavour to 
poffefs ourfelves of, or deftroy all the 
French fettlements in America, Africa, 
and Afia; and not to allow ourfelves to 
be diverted from this fcheme by any con- 
quefts they had made, or could have made 
in Europe, For if they had pufhed their 
conquelts againft the Dutch, it would 
probably have united all the princes of 
Germany againft them ; and if they had 
pufhed their conquefts in Italy, the Spa- 
niards and they would certainly have 
fallen out about dividing the fpoil. In 
the mean time, we might have made 
ourfelves mafters of all the French com- 
merce and colonies ; and then not only 
we fhonld have been more able to {up- 
port, but the other princes and {lates 
of Europe more willing to unite in a 
confederacy for {tripping France of all 
her modern conquelts ; and at the fame 
time fhe would have been rendered lefs 
able to with{tand fuch a confederacy. 

As this, Sir, fhould have been our 
chief view in the profecution of the war, 
fo our chief view in treating of peace, 
fhould have been, the fecurity and en- 
couragement of our own commerce and 


colonies, and the diftrefling of thofe of 


France. But we ignorantly or wickedly 
purfued in both a direét contrary ma- 
xim ; and in the treaty of peace, France 
readily facrificed every view that might 
tend to alarm her neighbours upon the 
continent, provided we facrificed every 
view that might tend to the increafe o 
our own, or the diminution of her com- 
merce, colonics, and commercial fertle- 
ments. The confequence of which may 
probably be, fach an increafe of the 
French naval ftrength, as will make them 
an over-match for us at fea, efpecially 
if we go on, as we feem inclined to doy 
in being very frugal with refpect to onF 
naval force, which is our only fecurity 
againft a foreign enemy, in 
keep up numerous land-army 3, 
may protect a wicked minilter 
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people, but cannot protect the people a- 
ainft a French invafion, after they are 
come our matters at fea. 

This, Sir, of becoming our mafters 
at fea, is evidently, at prefent, the 
whole bent of the French politicks. 
With this view they are planting all 
the little iflands in the Weft-{ndies, and 
daily increafing the number of their 
people in Hifpaniola. They have now 
more whites in their fugar-colonies than 
we have in ours; and jnot content with 
this, they endeavour by all forts of al- 
lurements to draw the people from our 
iflands, and actually have now many 
Britith fubjects fettled in theirs. With 
the fame view they have made, and, what 
is furprifing, we have allowed them to 
make fettlements and forts, all along the 
back of our plantations in America, from 
the mouth of the river of St Lawrence to 
that of the river Mifliffippi; tho’ the 
whole country where thole fettlements 
and forts are erected, beexprefsly compre- 
hended in the charters granted from 
time to time to our refpeétive American 
plantations. 

By thefe means, Sir, they may be- 
come at laft fuperior to us at fea; and 
till they have accomplifhed this, we 
need not doubt of their ufing all their 
addrefs to cajole our minifters with fine 
words, and fair promifes. But as foon 
as they think themfelves an over-match 
for us at fea, they will then begin to 
talk a different language ; and may ina 
year’s time, nay in halfa year, make 
themfelves matters of all onrfugar-iflands: 
after which it will be impoiflible for our 
plantations upon the continent of Ame- 
rica to fubfift, without putting them- 
felves under French proteétion, in or- 
der to gain an intercourfe and trade with 
the French iflands. 

From thefe confiderations we may 
fee, Sir, how carcful we ought to have 
been, in negotiating any treaty of peace, 
to have fecured the freedom of our trade 
and navigation in the American feas ; 
and that as this was the chief caufe of 
our war with Spain, fo it ought to have 
been our chief concern in negotiating 
any future treaty of peace: nay, that this 

was neceflary cven for fecuring a balance

of power in Europe; and that if our 
allies either did not, or would not fee 
this, we fhould have left them to carry 
on the war upon the continent by them- 
felves, or with lefs of our afliftance, in 
order that we might profecute with vi- 
gour the war by fea, both againit the 
French and Spaniards. For in this our 
minilters cannot pretend that we had not 
a probable view of fuccefs; and therefore 
they have the lefs excufe for acting di- 
rectly apain{t the refolution and advice 
of both houfes of parliament. 

I thall fo far agree, Sir, with the Hon. 
Gentleman, that the parliament is not 
to prefcribe rules to their fovercign for 
his conduct as to peace or war, of ne- 
gotiating fuch alliances or treaties as 
may be neceffary for either ; I fhall like- 
wile agree, that when the parliament 
offers advice, the King is not abfolutely 
bound to follow it: but I will fay, that 
minifters fhould be extremely cautious of 
adviling their mafter to aét contrary to 
the advice of parliament, unlefs they 
have reafon to believe, from an altera- 
tion of circumftances, that the parlia- 
ment would alter its opinion, were it 
again to be confulted upon the fame fub- 
jet. And, in the prefent cafe, our mini- 
tters had not the leaft reafon to fuppofe, 
that the parliament would alter its opi- 
nion; for the KEmpcror Charles VI. was 
dead, and the broils which afterwards 
enfued, forefeen, before the parliament 
offered any fuch advice: nay, the advice 
was offered fo immediately after that 
Emperor's death, that it feems to have 
been offered with a view to prevent our 
minilters from involving us fo far in the 
expected contefls upon the continent, as 
to oblige us to neglect our own particu- 
Jar conteft with the crown of Spain. 
This, I fay, Sir, feems to have been 
the views of parliament at thattime: for 
as I was then ferving my country in a 
diftant part of the world, I had no op- 
portunity to know Gentlemens motives 
for offering this advice at that time ; but 
when I heard of it, I thought it was 
right; and I ftill think it ought to have 
been followed. For if we had perem- 
ptorily infifted upon this as a preliminary 


to the treaty at Aix-la-Chapelle, I bes Ps 
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lieve the French would, in the condi- 
tion they were reduced to, have deferted 
Spain, rather than leave their commerce 
and their fettlements a prey to our fupe- 
rior {trength at fea ; etpectally confider- 
ing the danger they were in of being, 
by the lofs of one battle in Flanders, 
difabled from ever recovering any thing 
we had then, or might have taken from 
them, during the courfe‘of the war, in 
America, And if from the negotiations 
previous to the treaty at Aix-la-Chapelle, 
Which I hope will fome day or other 
be Jaid before parliament, it fhould ap- 
pear, that this point, fo far from being 
infilted on, was never once brought up- 
on the carpet, what wil! our negotiators 
fay for fuch a total neglect of the advice 
of parliament ? 

I have faid, Sir, that I hope to fee all 
our negotiations previous to the late 
treaty laid before us ; to which I will 
add, that I hope to fee all papers, or- 
ders, and inftructions relating to the war, 
Jaid before us: and my reafon for ho- 
ping fo,is, becanfe I think an impar- 
tial and ftrict inquiry ought to be made 
into the conduét of the war, as well as 
the conclufion of the peace. For as our 
minifters themfelves confefs, that the 
peace is not fo good as might have been 
expected, we can come to no determi- 
nation as to the latter, without a due 
inquiry into the former; nor can we in- 
quire into either, till we have all neceffa- 
ty lights laid before us. To fet up an 
inquiry before we have this, would be 
like examining a fteward’s accounts, 
without having any of his vouchers be- 
fore us. Therefore we may cafily fee 
what was meant by an Hon. Gentleman 
who fpoke fome time fince, when he 
faid, that it is not now a proper time to 
refent the treatment we have met with. 
For we can fhew no refentment till we 
have made a ftri& and impartial inquiry; 
which we cannot do till we have all ne- 
ceflary lights before us, But atime ma 
come, when the hoof? will infift upon 

_ having all foch lights ; and till then no 
Gentleman who defires to have a {tri 
and impartial inquiry, will move for 


perce, or the conduct of the prececdirg 
War. | 
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any inquiry cither into the late treaty of 
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I hope, Sir, 1 have now fhewn the 
Hon. Gentleman upon the floor, a good 
resfon why the prefent is not a proper 
time for moving for any fuch inquiry. 
And as to his paradox, that every ob- 
jection made againft this addrefs is an 
argument in its favour, and that the 
more folidly thofe objections are found- 
ed, the ftronger the argument from them 
is for our agreeing to what is propofed : 
This paradox he endeavoured to efta- 
blifh, by fhewing the bad confequences 
that might enfue from a fuppofed difa- 
greement between the King and his par- 
liament. And if we bad fuch a King as 
Richard II. upon the throne, who told 
his parliament, that to pleafe them, le 
would not turn out the meaneft feullicn in 
his kitchens Vfay, if we had fuch a King 
upon the throne, there might be_fome 
weight in this argument. But, thank 
God! his prefent Majeily has more wil- 
dom, and a greater regard for the afie- 
Gions of his people: he has fhewn, that 
no man fhall continue to be his mini- 
{ter, after he becomes difagreeable to 
the parliament. Therefore our difagree- 
ing to the addrefs, or any part of the 
addrefs, would give no fufpicion of an 
enfuing rupture between the King and 
his parliament. It would only make fo- 
reign courts fuppofe, that a change w2s 
quickly to enfue in ovr adminiltration. 
And this, I am perfuaded, would be no 
difadvantage to our negotiations at any 
court in Europe: for ovr prefent mini- 
fers feem to be actuated by the fame pu- 
fillanimous unftable fpirit, that fuffered 
the Spaniards to trifle with us, and to 
plunder ovr merchants with impunity, 
for near twenty years together; and the 
French not on!y to incroach upon ovr 
dominions in America, but to attack our 
allies upon the continent of Europ’, 
without our daring to give them any !- 
terruption, 

Now, Sir, if Iam right in this con- 
jecture, Iam verv fare, that the 
a change in our adminiftration won 
contribute towards making the 
more diligent in performing what ad 
promifed by the late treaty; and the 
niards more ready to promife 
orght to have been made to promi a 
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App.1750. 
the late treaty; that is to fay, never to 
fearch a Britith fhip on the open feas, 
nor ever, in time of peace, to feize, 
much Jefs confifcate a Britilh fhip, on 
account of her having contraband goods 
onboard. And my reafon tor being fure 
of this, is, becaufe I am fully convinced, 
that ncither the French nor the Spaniards 
have as yet repaired and augmented their 
navy, fo as to be able to contend with 
us at fea, orin America; confequently, 
they would prefently comply, as toon as 
they fuppofed we were to have an admi- 
nifiration that would declare war againit 
them, if they did not. 

For this reafon, Sir, I believe our 
difapreeing to the words now objected 
to, would be an advantage to our pre- 
fent minilters ; becaufe 1 believe, nei- 
ther the French nor the Spaniards defire 
to fee them removed. And as they would 
judge, from our difagreeing to thefe 


i words, that the parliament would begin 


to take notice of the difputes between 
them and us, and would force a change 
in our adminiilration, if thofe difputes 
fhould not foon be fettled in fome way 
or other; therefore, in order to pacify 
the parliament, and to prevent any fuch 
change, they would foon yield a partial 
or feeming compliance with fome of our 
juft demands : for 1 am convinced, there 
is nothing they are fo much afraid of, 
as this nation’s coming under a wife, 
bold, and enterprifing adminiltration, 
before they think themtelves able to face 
us at fea, 

But now, Sir, fuppofing that our re- 
jecting this whole paragraph in the ad- 
dre{s propofed, fhould be attended with 


fome danger; will any man of honour 


Bact contrary to his duty, becaufe his 


acting according to it might be attended 
with fome danger? It is our duty to 


mtake care of our commerce; and it is 


our duty not to fay any thing in our ad- 
drefs upon this occafion, that may lead 
our fovereign into a miftake, or the peo- 
ple into a deceitful fecurity. When we 
confider our duty in both thefe refpects, 
and reflect upon the prefent circum({tan- 
ces of Europe, and the prefent circoum- 
{tances of this nation, with regard cither 
to its foreign or domefiick concerns, 
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can we agree to the words propofed? I 
hope we thall not, Sir: for, in my opi- 
nion, it would be a betraying of the 
prince upon the throne, a betraying of 
the people, and a betraying of the com- 
merce of our country.

Rojectors are a fet of men, with 
Pp whole converfation I have been al- 
ways extremely delighted, notwithitand- 
ing the difadvantageous opinion the world 
has generally conceived of them. Lt mult 
be owned in their favour, that if the pus 
blick has not been much benefited by 
their ftudies, it has fuftained lels hurt 
from them, than the perfons themfelves, 
Many of them have been undone, by fruit- 
lefsly endeavouring to ferve their fellows 
creatures 3 fo that they are intitled to 
our pood-will, even when their labours 
have been molt unfuceefsful. 

A gencral hiltory of projets would be 
an undertaking well deierving the pains 
of any curious perfon, who did not know 
how to employ his time otherwife; and 
perhaps afford as many entertaining fpe- 
culations to the learned world, as the 
celebrated performance of Pancyrollus, 
have feen a treatife, iatithed, Zhe art of 


growing rich; and I fancy this might, 


with much greater propricty, be called, 
The art of growing por; the experi- 
mental philofophers, of whom Lam {peak- 
ing, being remarkable for their dexterity 
in the diflipation of treafure, and dillol- 
ving the ftrongelt ties between a ufurer 
and his bags. . 

The philofipher's flane, and the perpe- 
tual motion, could not mils being among, 
the principal imbeilifhments of this work, , 
any more than the art of fying, which, 
fet fo many of the virtvofo’s of the laft 
age upon their TipTo! But Ido not 
remember a more hopeful project, than, 
one which was lately commusicated to, 
our in order to be recommend- 
ed by us tothe poblick. 41 is an inven- 
tion for the improvement, or rather the,

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founds; by means whereof the author 
propofes to fave vait quantities of human 
{peech, that are now irrecoverably loft ; 
and make a cafk perform the office of a 
{pokefman upon any occafion, to the fin- 
gular benefit ef multitudes, whofe lungs 
are at prefent immoderately walted, thro’ 
a too great effufion of words. He fays, 
he cannot apprebend any greater difficul- 
ty in preferving founds for the ears than 
for the eyes; efpecially fince it feems the 
moft natural way, as will appear to any 
one, who confiders how oddly it would 
have founded, (before the art of writing 
was invented), to have talked of {peak- 
ing to the eyes. And the learned world 
would enjoy the fame benefit from a vault 
of found literature, as they now do from 
a library ; and at a much fmaller expence. 
For it would require only a good pair of 
lungs at firft, to tun up any book now 
extant in a convenient veffel ; and after- 
wards it might be drawn off as there 
fhould be occafion for it; and all this 
without any lofs to the intellectual fluid, 
provided the tapfter would take due care, 
in drawing off one cafk, to have ano- 
ther ready to receive the contents. And 
this method of reading would be attend- 
ed with another advantage, that, when- 
ever a tub of ufeful knowledge were fet 
Q-going, great numbers might drink it in 
at the fame time; and a whole parifh 
perufe a book at once, if it were poured 
in by a good voice, and fet a-broach in 
a proper place. 

Honelt Tom Verzer, who is excellent 
at fmelling out a plot, efpecially if it 
threatens any canger to the church, im- 
mediately fell foul of this projet, as a 
very wicked and heathenifh invention.

T OT long ago we had advices from 
N Conftantinople and Peteriburg of 
a new treaty of peace being con- 
cluded between PERs1a and the PorTE, 
upon very honourable terms for the lat- 
ter ; in confequence of which, the Oro- 
man troops, which for two years patt 
have been in the fame quarters, upon the 
frontiers of Perfia, were to remove into 
Others, in the provinces bordering upon 
the Black fea. It is added by the way 
of Peteriburg, that the Grand Vizir had 
declared to all the foreign minitters, that 
the chief motive which induced the Grand 
Signior to conclude this treaty, was, to 
preferve peace upon the fronticrs of his 
empire; and that upon the fame prin- 
ciples his Sublime Highnefs defired no- 
thing more than to maintain a good un- 
derftanding with the Chriftian powers, 
efpecially with the courts of Vienna and 
Peterfburg, to each of which he would 
foon fend an ambaifidor.—By the way 
of Venice we have advice, that the Sul- 
tan has affociated his nephew and fuccef- 
for in the throne with him; notice of 
which be propoies to give at Vienna and 
Peterfburg, by fending a Bafhaw to each 
of thefe two places, with a {plendid reti- 
nuc.—In the mean time letters from 
Conftantinople of Nov. 8. vary concern- 
ing the new treaty between the Porte and 
Perfia. According to advices from A- 
leppo of Oct. 12. the latter of thefe em- 
pires was not in 2 tituation quiet enough 
to conclude a treaty. As we are told, 
the country is {til! agitated by factions, 
which tear it in pieces. Nay, it is affu- 
red, that Shawrooke Shah is returned to 
Hfpahan, in order to take poflefion of 
the throne, after having efcaped from 
the prifon, where he had been confined 
ever fince a battic in which he was de- 
feated and taken prifoner by one of his 
competitors, who put out one of his 
eyes...

tracting party to the treaty of alliance 
concluded in 1726, between the late 
Emperor Charles VI. and Peter II, Em- 
peror of Rufha, and renewed in 1746, 
between the Emprefs Queen of Hangary, 
and the prefent Empreis of Ruilia. By 
this treaty, thefe three powers are u- 
nited for the prefervation of the publick 
peace, both in the north and in Germa- 
ny. Itis alfored, that the contrading 
parties propole to ftrengthen their alli- 
anc: by the concurrence of other powers ; 
of whom in particular they intend to in- 
vite the King of Poland and the States- 
General to accede to this treaty. ——The 
Ruthan mini(ter at the court of Berlin, 
having lately departed thence without 
taking leave, his Pruflian Majelly has 
fent orders to his minilter at Peterfburg 
to retire in the fame manner; but firit 
to lay before Count Beituchett, the 
Grand Chancellor, a declaration con- 
taining his reafons for doing fo. We 
are told, that his Majelty has alfo fent 
to ali his iminiiters at forcign courts a 
re{cript on occafion of his difpatching 
thefe orders. 

Both the Rufhan and Swedith troops in 
Finland have been ordered to retire from 
the frontiers, and go into winter-quarters. 

In SWEDEN they are getting ready 
thirty pieces of iron cannon, and fome 
of brats, which the King propofes to 
fend as a prefent to the Grand Signior. 
The Priace succeilor has refolved to re- 
fign the bifhoprick of Lueck, in the 
duchy of Holftein, in favour of his bro- 
ther Prince Auguftus ; at the fame time 
declaring to the colleges in which he 
prelides, that he has been determined to 
take this {lep by the fole motive of ap- 
piying hinifelf entirely to promote the 
intercit of the kingdom he is d<figned to 
govern, and which he apprehends might 
fometimes fufter if he thould be taken 
up with any foreign concerns. By 
letters from Stockholm, we have an ac- 
count of an carthqueke that happened in 

Lapland, in the month of November. 
The damage it did is not worth mention- 
ing ; but it put the people in a terrible 
con{ternation, as earthquakes are {9 {el- 
dom felt in that climate. 

Vou. XI. 
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Advices from V1iENNA bear, that the 
Empre{s Queen has granted fuch advan- 
tages to all pertons who are willing to 
go and fettle in Hungary, as have al- 
ready engaged above 13,000 people to 
repair to that kingdom from different 
parts of the empire. The Imperial 
court is very intent upon getting the 
Archduke Jofeph elected King of the 
Romans. Itis affured that bis Britan- 
nick Majelty has fent a declaration to 
his miniiters abroad, to be by them 
communicated to the refpective courts 
where they refide, relating to his nego- 
tiations in the empire on that fubject. 
The fubitance of it is faid to be, That 
every body has been witnefs of the 
troubles which the death of the Empe- 
ror Charles VI. unhappily brought on 
Europe; that no one is ignorant of the 
meafures whieh the King has taken to 
remove them in an amicable manner, 
and prevent them for the future; that 
his Majeity, animated by fo jult a prin- 
ciple, and as an Elector of the empire, 
could not difpenfe with entering on fuch 
negotiations as might tend to ftrengthen 
and perpetuate the prefent happy tran- 
quillity, and particularly to procure an 
election of a King of the Romans, as 
the molt effectual means to obtain that 
end; that therefore he makes no doubt 
but that the princes and {tates concerned, 
will, {rom the fame jult motive, con- 
tribute all in their power, that this cle- 
ction may take place. His Pruffian Ma- 
jelly has lately caufed a declaration be 
made to the Marquis de Pucbla, Envoy- 
Extraordinary from their Imperial Ma- 
jelties at his court, in relation to the 
faine affair, which occafions much fpe- 
culation, He does not in any part of 
it fay that he will pofitively oppofe the 
project, bet only that he does not fee the 
necefiity of chuling a King of the Ro- 
mans atprefen'. We are told, that the 
court of Verfalles declares, the will not 
meddle with this bufinefs, if all the E- 
lectors be unanimous for proceeding to a 
choice ; but if any of them be againtt 
the meafure, the will punctually full 
her engagements to her allies. The 
court of Vienna feem alfo refolved to 
follow the example fet in France, by 
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obliging the clergy to give an account 
of their revenoes. For this purpote lay- 
men are to be appointed “to coilect the 
revenues of the convents, and other 
religious communities in Auilrias pro- 
pofals have been made, ten ‘ing to an- 
{wer the fame end in the Netherlands ; 
and the Emperor has caufed an ordinance 
be publithed at Florence, for the clergy 
in his grand duchy of Tofcany to give 
exact litts of their incomes, that they 
may bear their proportion of taxes for 
the fervice of the ftate. 

As to the affair of HoH ENLOK, the 
members of the evangelick body had an 
extraordinary meeting on the 26th of O- 
ctober to deliberate upon it; in confe- 
quence of which the Margrave of An- 
fpach fent a frefh detachment of troops 
into the territories of the princes of Ho- 
henloe. {his thofe princes loudly 
complained of, and taxed it with inju- 
itice, confidering the declarations they 
had made, and co.:municated to the evan- 
gelick body. In the mean time, the fen- 
tence of the Aulick council in that affair, 
having had the Empcror’s approbation, 
was pudlithed, to the following effeé. 
The council declare all the fteps which 
have been taken by the evangelick body 
void and of no force ; they condemn the 
princes Of Hohenloe in the whole and 
every particular part of their pretenfions ; 
and cut them off abfolutely from all right 
of appeal or revifion. Liberty is however 
left to thole princes, if they have any 
farther point of law to offer, to do it by 
new and f{eparate proofs; but without its 
being in their power any ways to affect 
the prefent judgment of the court. His 
Imperial Mujeity not only approved of 
this fentence, but iffued a decree, recom- 
mending the execution of it to the prin- 
ces directors of the circle of Franconia. 
The motives which induced the Emperor 
to give his approbation, fo far as con- 
cerns the evangelick body, are thus ex- 
preffed in the decree. ¢ That it is con- 
trary to the order e(tablithed in the em- 
pire, to proceed definitively in an affair 
of fach a nature, without waiting for the 
directions and the previous confent of his 
Imperial Majelty ; that ther fore what- 
ever has been done by any particular au- 
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thority in any refpect, is to be looked up- 
on as Incompetent, contrary to the fun- 
damental conttitution of the empire, and 
an incroachment on the rights of its fu- 
preme head.” In the fame decree it is 
declared, that the expence occafioned by 
thefe proceedings may not be claimed up- 
on any pretence whatfoever ; and that as 
to the expences which may have been 
paid, his Imperial Majelty means that 
they fhall be retmburfed. This decree 
was publifhed at Vienna and Ratifbon; 
bnt was not immediately communicated 
in duc fornto the evangelick body. That 
body therctore held a new confer nce, in 
which they re‘olved rot to depart from 
the meafures they had hitherto purfved, 
and to require the affiitance of the Pro- 
teftant princes of the empire. It was 
now apprehended, that this bufinefs would 
foon be attended with untoward conte- 
quences. But as the princes of Hohen- 
loe received no other fapport from the

a {hock of an carthquake was felt at Ve- 
nice; but it did no damage. 

‘The King of Sarpinta is refolved 
to take an cxact account of the revenues 
of the clergy in his dominions, in order 
to caufe them contribute more towards 
the fupport of the ftate than they have 
hitherto done. 

Letters from GENOA bear, that they 
have advices from Corfica, informing 
them that the Marquis de Curfay, com- 
miandant of the French troops in that 
ifland, lately took a trip to Cape Corfica, 
to vifit the new fortifications making 
there; and that having afterward taken a 


view of Rhodjano aud Centuri, two {mall 


ports, he alfo ordered fome new works 
to be made at thofe places, Hence they 
infer, that Corlica is not likely to be re- 
ftored to the Genoefe, otherwife the 
French would not take fo much pains, 
nor put themfelves to fo great a charge 


for raifing new fortifications in it. 
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They write from MopENna, that the 
Emperor has made frefh inilances to their 
Duke, for engaging him to {end fome 
body to Vienna, in order to receive the 
inveititure of the territories be holds as 
fiefs of the empire; but that his Serene 
Highuels is fo far from making any dif- 
polisions which indicate a defign to give 
his Iniperial Majeity fatisfadion in that 
point, that on the contrary they continue 
to calt cannon, put their fortreiiis in a 
pollure of defence, and take fuch other 
meafures as fhew how little the Imperial 
authority is refpected in Italy. At the 
fame time bis Serene Highnefs has ob- 
tained from the Pope peimiflion to lay a 
tax on the clergy of his dos.inions, in 
fuch a manner as it may amount to the 
half of what his other ‘ubjects fhall be 
obliged to pay towards difcharging ‘the 
great debts he contracted during the laft 
war, 


By private letters there is advice, that . 


orders having ben given for examining 
the archives and accounts of the grand 
duchy of Tuscany, in order to find 
out what claims the Grand Dikes have 
had upon Spain for debts which that 
crown had contracted, they have been 
found, upon inquiry, to amount to a 
very confidcrable {um ; which will be 
brought to counterbalance the pretcne 
fions of tbe court of Spain to the allodial 
eflates and moveable cifects of the houle 
of Medicis. 

According to advices from Paris, 
the oppofition of the French clerpy to 
the King’s ordinance, with refpect to 
their revenues, runs higher than ever, 
and the affair is like to become too. feri- 
ous. They tell us, that the Jefuits, who 
are very powerful in France, bave an al- 
moit universal influence over the Bilhops 
and have bee the caufe of the great re- 
puognance fhewn by that body to comply 
with his Majelty’s demands. The Bi- 
{hops of Auxerre and of Soiffons are all 
of them who have apreed to give the fa- 
tisfaciion required. ‘Thele have prevail- 
ed on all the clergy of their re(pedctive 
diocefes to do the lame. pains are 
taking at Rome, by thofe who continue 
refractory, backed by all the interelt of 
the Jelvits, to engage his Holinefs ta 
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efpoufe their oppofition. It is taken no- 
tice of, however, that the Janfenitts, 
whom the Jefuits, their original enemies, 
have long reprefented as the wor{t of fub- 
jects, have now done what is fufficient 
to convince his Majeity and the world of 
the contrary, by agreeing throughout the 
kingdom to pay a ready obedience to his 
ordinance, not as of compliment, but as 
of duty. In ordet to recompenie the 
pains which Dr Rover took in difcovering 
the proper manner of treating the diftem- 
r which prevailed at Beauvois in fum- 
mer la{t, the King has ennobled him, and 
given him a penfion of 1200 livres. — 
The fame method has been taken to re- 
ward military merit: for an edié& has 
Jately been poblifhed, which ennobles all 
the general officers, and even the ca- 
— with their legitimate iilne, if they 
ve ferved thirty years, or have been 
difabled from ferving by their wounds. 
In order to promote military {kill for the 
future, a {cheme of the Count d’Argen- 
fon, Secretary at War, has been appro- 
ved of, for eftablifhing a military {chool, 
in which 500 young gentlemen of the 
nobleff* are to be trained upin all the 
exerciles and duties of an officer, and in 
every thing comprehended in that large 
feience called the art of war.—lIn the 
mean time, as the preat Marfhal Saxe died 
in the profeffion of the Lutheran religi- 
on, the foneral-honours due to his high 
birth, rank, and merit, cannot be per- 
formed in France [586.].—Letters from 
Breit and Rochefort acvife, that twelve 
merchant-thips are failed from thofe ports 
for the coalt of Guinea, efcorted by two 
men of war. It is aifured that they have 
on board 250 pieces of cannon, which 
are to be planted in the forts and efta- 
blifhments that the French have in thofe 
parts. ‘There is alfo a large quantity of 
provifions and ammunition on board. 
We had alfo accounts of a fquadron of 
men of war, with fome tranfports, being 
then at Rreft, ready to fail, as was fop- 
pofed, for America, which were to carry 
thither 4000 voluntiers, then arri- 
ved there from: feverel parts of the hing- 
dom.— They write from Paris, that M.

SIRE, 


Our parliament thinks itfelf under an 
indifpenfable obligation to remon- 
{trate moft humbly and moft refpecitully f 
to your Majefty upon the fubject of your 
declaration, which continues, for [ix 
years longer, the duplicature of the rights 
of domain, paffage, toll, the royal weight | 
at Paris, the augmentation or inhance- | 
ment of faltin the province of Franche 
Comte, the four fols per livre upon the 
duties of your peneral farms, the fees t0 f 
the court«gagers, the tax of the inipe- | 
ors over the butchery and dealers in li- 
quors, the two fols per livre from the 
latter, together with the fines and duties 
referved in the courts, chanceries, baili- 
wicks, and jurifdictions, 

By acquitting ourfelves, Sire, of this 
duty, we pive you a freth mark of thst 
zeal, with which we are animated for the } 
perfonal plory of your Majefty, and me 
benefit of your fervice, which are always 
infeparable from the true interetts of the 
{tate. ; 

It is true, Sire, that the impofitions 
contained in your Majefty’s. declaration 
are not new; and it is for that very tT 
fon, that they are the more expenfive 10 
fupport. ‘That of four fols fer 
on aff the produce of ‘your farms ©" 
im the year 1705, when the hate Kine 


your avguft grandfather, was at war 
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all Europe. The impolition then laid 
was of two fols per livre upon thofe du- 
ties, and it was made double in 1716. 
The extinétion and fuppreflion of this tax 
was obtained in 17173 but the next year 
it was re-eltablifhed. From 1726 it has 
been fucceflively continued from fix years 
to fix years, by new declarations ; fome 
of which introduced a few flight modifi- 
cations; but fuch as were fullicient to 
fignity, that arefolution had been taken 
to {upprefs entirely thefe exorbitant taxes. 

When in 1738 and 1743 thefe decla- 
rations were brought to your parliament, 
it was relolved, that your Majelty fhould 
be moft humbly intreated to condefcend 
to relieve your people from thefe taxes, 
as foon as the {tate of your affairs could 
poflibly permit. But, Sire, notwith- 
{tanding thefe reiterated fupplications and 
remonitrances, it is again propofed to 
continue the Jevy of them by a new pro- 
rogation. It is limited, indeed, like the 
preceeding, to the term of fix years: but, 
if we may form a judgment by experience 
of what is paffed, can we think there will 
be more effect and reality in this aft li- 
mitation than in the others? Are not 
your people continually told of relief to 
come, and for which the time is fixed, 
without being ever relieved ? Will not 
the receipt of thefe taxes become infenfi- 
bly a fectled and immutable tribute, to 
remain a conitent part of your Majefly’s 
ordinary revenues ? Docs not every pro- 
ropation, for the continuance of it, in 
fome meafure contribute to fix on it the 
feal of tuity? And yet, Sire, your 
Majeity has yourfelf decreed, by a num- 
ber of declarations, that this impofition 
fhall have a period. Ought not a dura- 
tion of almott forty years, inftead of 
dragging after it a continuance, rather to 
have put an end to this burden? What 
alarms muft not this profpect excite in the 
hearts of your fubjects ! 

With regard to the other impofitions, 
which the neceflity of the war has forced 
you to eltablith for a hmited time; the 
diforder and difficulty of commerce ; the 
excefhve dearnefs of thofe provifions that 
are the molt neceflary for life; people of 
moderate fortunes obliged to retrench the 
toll common coaveniencics, which can- 
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not now be expected, except by thofe 
who are very rich; the poor reduced to 
the impofhbility of living; the diminu- 
tion of your fubjects thro’ an excels of 
milcry; are inevitable conlequences of 
thefe multiplied impofitions: and fuch 
great evils demand rather an immediate 
remedy, than a continuation that aug 
ments their weight. 

At what time, Sire, fhall we have more 
reafon to expect an end of them, thaa in 
thefe days fo much delited, for which we 
are indebted to the fuperior wifdom and 
moderation of your Majeity?) When we 
faw you, Sire, facritice fuch fine con- 
quelts to haflen the conclufion of the 


peace, who did not expect immediately 


to enjoy the fweetnefs of abundance, and 
to reap all the fruits of a happy tranquil- 
lity? if our hopes wore ar fult ditap- 
pointed by the eliabuihinent of the twen- 
tieth penny, ought we not at ‘call to have 
flattered ourfelves, that this impotitioa 
would be the only relict of the misfortunes 
of the war ? This twenticth penny, exact- 
ed with fo much rigour, and of which the 
product is confequently fo confiderable ; 
this twenueth penny, deltined to deliver 
the fiate from the immente debts which 
it has been cauled to contract; thefe 
fums which were engaged to be put in re- 
ferve, and employed folely to the dif- 
charge of the faid debts; that {inking 
fund, to which was annually to be 
brought a twentieth pare of the revenues 
of the kingdom; a refource fo extraordi- 
nary, which had never before been beard 
of in time of peace; fuch a refource, 
joined to all the ordinary impofitions, 
would it not be fufficient to anfwer all oc- 
cations ? 

is it neceflary {till to recur to other 
means, to invent pew burdens, and per- 
petuate thofe which were cltablifhed tor a 
time only? Are there no othcr ways then 
to be taken, no other arrangements to be 
propoled that may accomplith the fame 
end? Have not other meafures been 
thought of at other times, meafuies that 
appeared hurtful and burdenfome ? 
Is it then abfolutely neceilary to opprefs 
the fubjects, in order that the {tate may 
flourith? is it not known, that a people 
overloaded give themicives vp to the 
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firy dare not undergo labours, nor en- 
gage in commerce, where they fee nothing 
but burdens to fupport, and vexations to 
fear from clerks and rax-gatherers? Do, 
they pot even fometimes proceed fo far as 
to fly their native country,.to feck in 
ftrange tands a repole, which becomes 
more precious to them than the air they 
have breathed from the time of their 
birth ? By thefe means, manufactures fall 
to the ground, commerce languifhes, and 
it alinatt every day happens, that the true 
fource of riches is dried up by the violent 
meafures that are made ule of to augment 
It. 

The Emprefs-Queen has ordered all 
the troops in the AUSTRIAN NETHER- 
LANDS to be made compleat againit the 
fpring ; and as every regiment ts to have 
an additional battalion, they are actually 
employed in railing men for that purpofe. 
They write trom Bruiicls, that the fcheme 
for making 2 canal from Oltend to Ghent, 
pafling by Bruges, has becn approved of 
by the court of Vienna. Jt will be fo 
deep and wide as to admit of three-matlt 
fhips. Phe merchandize which they have 
on board, may be tranfported as far as to 
Bruflels,, Antwerp, Mechlin, and Lou- 
vain, by means of the Scheld, with which 
this canal wii] communicate. 

It has been refolved in the affembly of 
the Srarks-GENERAL to raife the tree 
gift or soth penny in ail the fettiements 
belonging to the Faft-India compary, in 
the fame manner it has been jevied upon 
the inhabitants of the United Provinces 
thefe three years, to fupply tho demands 
of the repablick. They teil us, that 
only two points in the French treaty of 
commerce remain to be fettled. The 
repar’s 2 duty of twelve divres for every 
ton of falr fith; and the orker, an im- 
polit of four hivres on every hundred 
weicht of goods exported from France in 
Perch bottoms. As to the former, it is 
believed fome @tuninurion may be obtain- 
edy> bot it is teared the French court will 
peretertoniy inint mpon the batters which 
is a thinp ci confeqzence, and mutt be 
confiderably detrimental to the Dutch 
trade, ‘The Margnrs de St Conteft ha- 
ving arvived at the Maguc, ag Ambailador 
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from his Moft Chriftian Majelty to the 
republick, he infilled upon {uch a cere- 
monial being obferved at his private au- 
dience of the Stadtholder, as his Serene 
Highnefs could fcarce think of aoreeing 
to; elpecially as he likewife required that 
the Prince {hould return his vitit. This, 
however, was at length fubmittcd to, 
and the ceremonies; fettled.. According- 
ly, On the 26ih of November, M. de St 
Conteit bad his private audience in the 
following manner. Upon his arrival at 
the Stadtholder’s botel, his serene iligh- 
nefs, accompanied by the principal Lords 
of his court, and a number of other per- 
fons of dillinétion, came out, and re- 
ceived him upon his f{tepping out of his 
coach, and conducted him into his clot; 
from whence, after having {taid fome mi- 
nutes, his Serene Highnels reconducied 
him with the fame ceremonies, Next 
day the Prince returned M. de St Contelt’s 
vilit ; when, upon his arrival at the ho- 
tel of France, he was received, condudt- 
ed and reconducted, by the Ambailidor, 
in the fame manner as his Excellency had 
been by him. On the gth of January 
N.S. the Marquis del Puerto, Ambaila- 
dor from his Catholick Majelty, paid his 
firlt vifit of ceremony to the Stadtholder.

for feveral ages, the bank of St George 
has always paid ite notes 5 and the mils 
fortunes which happened to it towares 
the latter end of tire year 1746, are & 
qually known... The capital, and a'l

being at that time in the moit unhappy 
crilis, the government was forced, in or- 
aer to fave the bank trom greater misfor- 
tunes, to hay, for the firit ume fince its 
inttitution, hands upon this facred 
fit, by drawing out of it the fom of tif- 
teen millions of livres. Every body 
mult be fenfible’of the ablolute necefliry 
this laid the itate under of ttopping the 
payment of the bank-bills, which all this 
tine had been’ inimedi tely paid by the 
trea:arer to the bearer. 

The continuation of a moft expen- 
five war, and the immenfe loffes faftain- 
ed by th. fubje is of the republick, have 
prevented, till now, the making ufe of 
the proper means to indemnify the bank: 
for which reafon its notes hive been of 
no ule, either in the courfe of exchange, 
or in the payment of debts ; having had 
only an arbitrary value put upon them. 

The proteétors of the houfe of St 
George, and the deputies of the Molt Se- 
rene republick, being equally folicitous 
to put an end fo fo grvat an inconvenien- 
cy, and to give, in this moft fingular 
cafe, proofs of their publick faith, as far 
as the prefent circum{tances render it 
practicable, have, in order to re-eltablith 
the ancient {plendor and credit of the 
bank, which has been fo ufeful both to 
the fubjects of this dominion, and to all 
trading nations, determined, that in a 
very fhort time all the old bills and notes 
of the bank of St Georpe fhall be united, 
and conflitute a new fund, to be called 
Confervasione, and to be divided into fo 
many actions or fhares of 200 livres each, 
bank-money ®: which actions fhall eve- 
ry year in certain portions be publickly 
drawn by lot, and paid by the treafurer 
according to their jult value of 200 ef- 
fective livres, bank-money.

to the will of the proprictors, in the fame 
manner as the old ftock of St George, 
and others fituated in the Mott Serenc doe 
minions, that the proprictors may rea 
the benefit of the ufual premium of thole 
{ecurities, 

The fums of money which thofe people 
who are defirous of intercfiing themfelves 
in this affair, fhall hereafter brinp, as 
well as thole heretofore lodged in the 
bank, fhall, for the convenience of come 
merce, and the liquidation of debts con- 
tracted, be encered into the books of St 
George. The notes tor thefe refpective 
fums fhall be punétually paid by the irea- 
furer, and thall partake of the ufual pri- 
vilepes.

Jeft arm, and holding a fceptre in his 
right hand, with a lamp burning before 
him ; the floor of this vault being fo con- 
trived, that upon the firft {tep into it, the 
ftatue ereéted itfelf from its leaning po- 
{ture ; upon the fecond ftep, it lifted up 
the {ceptre to ftrike; and before the man 
cold approach near the lamp, to take 
hold of it, the ftatue {truck and broke it 
to pieces. Such care was had, that it 
might not be taken away, or difcovered. 
And Mr Cambden, in his defcription of 
Yorkhhire, {peaking of the tomb of Con- 
ftantius Clorus, broken up in thofe times, 
mentions fuch a lamp to be found with- 
in it. 

There are feveral other relations to this 
purpofe, and there are feveral opinions 
why the ancients were fo careful in pre- 
ferving thofe lamps.

hieroglyphic of life: and therefore they 
that could not procure fuch lamps, were 
yct careful to have the image and repre- 
{entation of them ingraved upon their 
tombs, 

Others think them expreffions of gra- 
titude to’ thofe infernal deities, who took 
the charge and cuftody of their bodies 
when dead, remaining always with them 
in their tombs, and therefore called Dis 
manes. 

Others, that thofe lamps were only in- 
tended to make their Poahtotes more 
pleafant, that they might not feem to be 
imprifoned in a difmal and uncomfortable 
place. True indeed, a dead body can- 
not be fenfible of the light: no more 
could it of its want of burial; yet the 
fame inftinét which did excite it to the de- 

fire of one, did alfo occafion the other. 

Fortunius Licetus concludes this an- 
cient cuftom to have a double end. 1. 
Politic, for the diftinétion of fuch as were 
noble born. Hence. it was ufual for the 
Nobles amongft the Romans, to take {pe- 
jcial care in their laft wills, that they 

might have a‘tamp in their monuments ; 
and for that purpofe gave liberty to their 
flaves on this condition, that they fhould 
be watchfol in maintaining prefer-

In relation to the former of thefe in- 
ftruments, it was objected, “* That half 
degrees by the nature of reflexions an- 
fwering to whole ones, it muft have 
doubly the difadvantage of the common 
quadrant, where the divifions are twice 
as large.” For this is the only idea I 
can poflibly affix to errors being doubled 
inthe divifions by the reflexions [438] 

This objection, it mult be acknow- 
ledged, was readily enough fuppofed, 
if not’pranted, and the reafoning there 
went upon that hypotbefis: and tho’ I 
have no reafon to. alter my fentiments, 
but am {till obliged to own its validity, 
fo far as it relates to the method of pra- 
étifing at fe2, as alfo to thofe laid down 
by that gentleman; yct, with regard to 
the method propofed in the above cited

give the preference, I mult beg leave to 
be excufed, if 1 do not fee the fame ne- 
ceflity for making that conceflion, nor 
do I apprehend there is any odds as to 
that, between thefe two different forts of 
infiruments. For, 

If it is irrcfragably proved, as it is 
hoped it is, that the oétant gives double 
the angle of elevation, it will be the 
fame thing, whether we hall fuppofe the 
arch to be divided into half degrees, and 
the index to point out double the angle of 
elevation ; or if we fhall fuppofe it di- 
vided into whole degrees, and the index 
to point out the precife angle of elevation. 

Or it may be illuftrated otherwife 
thus. Abftracting from all other confi- 
derations, let us put the cafe, that both 
inftruments are equally well execute, 
and ofthe fame radius; but with the 
gtaduations as ufual; we fhall imagine 
the {malleft poffible divifion on the qua- 
drant, to be the 6th part of a degree, or 
10’: in that cafe, what anfwers to a de- 
gree on the o¢tant will be capable of ad- 
mitting no more than three fuch divili- 
Qns, that is 20’. When the thread 
{trikes the firft of thefe fix {mall divifi- 
Ons in the former, it gives 10’ for the 
elevation ; and in the latter, the index 
fianding at the firlt of the three, fhows 
the double angle to be 20, thet is 10’, 
the true elevation, as before. There- 
fore, in effe&, the one is fufceptible of 
as many divifions as the other; and as 
to this they are both on an equal foot- 
ing. 

Upon the whole, the advantages on the 
fide of Hadley's octant, as propofed to be 
employed in land-obfervations, will ap- 
pear to confift in thefe. 1. It is not attend- 
ed with the uncertainty of the plummet ; 
2. Has abetter than quadruple advantage 
in regard of Nonnius’s divifions; 3. Is 
more expeditious, and eafier managed ; 
and, 4. The alterations or differences of 
altitude are more perceptible here, than ei- 
ther by the quadrant, or even by the 
ottant itfelf, as ufe! ar fea ; and where 
too the errors in the divifions are not 
doubled, as there, by the reflexions. 
‘To which perhaps may be added this 
One other conftderation, that as the vi- 
fible horizon is not here made ule of, 


Lunar eclipfe, &c. Vol. xii, 
this method cannot in any manner be 
affected by any alterations it may poflibly 
undergo from the pevticalar difpofition 
Or temperature of the atmofphere, upon 
account of the refraction of the vifual 
rays * ; which probably is an inconveni- 
ency not to be avoided at fea.
